Sir, 

In conformity with the Seventh Section of the Scottish 
Registration Act (17° & 18° Vicr. c. 80), I had the honour in 
1858 to submit to Secretary. Mr Walpole a General Abstract of 
the Births, Deaths, and Marriages which were registered in Scot- 
land during the year 1857, in order that the same might be laid 
before Parliament. 

I now submit to you more extended Abstracts of the Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages registered in every District of Scotland 
during that year; together with the number of Illegitimate Births 
in every District, distinguishing the sexes. 

All the Tables given in the Detailed Reports for 1855 and 
1856 are reproduced for 1857, in order that each year’s results 
may be strictly comparable with each other. One or two addi- 
tional Tables, however, are inserted relative to the Marriages and 

to the Deaths under 5 years of age, which, I trust, will add to the 
interest of the Report 

The striking differences in the proportion of Births and of 
Deaths in the Three Great Groups into which I have divided the 
Inhabitants of Scotland, viz. :—the Insular, the Mainland Rural, 
and the Town Populations, cannot fail to interest and instruct, as 
showing how many agencies injurious to life must be at work in 
Towns, from which Rural Districts are comparatively free. The

Tables of the Causes of Deaths in each of these several Groups 
also enables the special Diseases to be traced which induce this 
greater waste of Life in the Towns. 

As in former Reports, | have appended a Table showing the 
influence of Season on the mortality. 

The interesting conclusions relative to the small mortality 
from Consumption in Argyllshire, to which attention was directed 
in my Reports for 1855 and 1856, have been confirmed by the 
results of the Registrations of 1857. 

It is gratifying to be able to state that the examination of 
the Marriage Registers of 1857 corroborates the results of 1855 
and 1856, as to the high proportion of men and of women in 
Scotland who are able to sign their names ;—seeing that 87-9 per 
cent. of the men, and 75:2 per cent. of the women who married in 
Scotland in 1857 were able to sign their names.

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REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GHNERAT. 


SIR, 


In conformity with your instructions, I beg to submit the 


following Report :— 


As the value of all calculations relative to the proportion of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages depends on the correctness with which the number 
of the population is given, it ought somewhat to console us for the late 
period at which these Reports have been issued, that the taking of the 
Census in 1861 has enabled us to give a pretty correct estimate of the 
population of Scotland during each of the years intervening between 1851 
and 1861. Facts, however, like those brought out in these Reports, are 
by no means of only temporary interest, and do not lose their importance 
because their publication has been delayed till a year or two after the 
events occurred. Much of their value indeed might be lost, were the facts 
in their crude state, as mere tables of figures, given to the public before a 
proper digest of them was prepared by some one who had devoted some 
time and attention to the study of the various social and sanitary questions 
which such facts elucidate. ‘The interest, however, of all such Reports is 
naturally greatest at first, both because the field is new, and because it 
opens our eyes for the first time to the prevalence of certain social or 
sanitary evils as to whose existence we had no previous conception. As 
these Reports, however, accumulate, they must necessarily prove less inter-

esting, from the very sameness of the ground which they have to go over, 
as all each successive year’s Reports can do is to ascertain how far each 
additional year’s facts corroborate or modify the conclusions of former years. 

Taking the Censuses of 1851 and 1861 as our basis, it would appear 
that the population of Scotland, for the year 1857, amounted to 2,992,293 
persons, of whom 1,418,400 were males, and 1,573,893 females. Of that 
number 1,087,529 lived in Towns, each containing upwards of 10,000 
inhabitants, or in Suburban Districts attached to large Towns; 1,741,521 
lived in Mainland-Rural Districts, including the smaller ‘Towns and Vil- 
lages ; while 162,943 lived in Districts wholly Insular. 





BIRTHS. 


103,415 Births were registered in Scotland during the year 1857, 
giving the proportion of 845 Births in every ten thousand of the popula- 
tion. The English rate for the same year was 343 Births in every ten 
thousand persons; so that during 1857, the Scottish Birth-rate, notwith- 
ene the much lower proportion of Marriages, was higher than that of 
ingland. 

4 The proportion of Births to the population varied greatly in the Three 
Great Groups into which the Inhabitants of Scotland have been divided. 
Thus, in the Insular Districts, where the population was decreasing at the 
rate of 3°6 per cent. between 1851 and 1861, only 273 Births occurred in 
every ten thousand persons. In the Mainland and Rural Districts, where 
the population during the same period increased at the rate of 8°9 per cent., 
the Births were in the proportion of 380 in every ten thousand persons; 
while in the Town Districts, where the population, during the same period, 
increased at the rate of 12°9 per cent., the Births were in the proportion of 
380 in every ten thousand persons. | 

The division of the population of Scotland into these three Groups, 
enables us to test the truth of many of those specious theories which, from 
time to time, have been advanced to account for the varying proportions of 
Births during different years orin different populations. Thus it has been 
confidently affirmed that the poorer and worse fed a people is, the more

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prolific does it become, so that Births increase during years of scarcity, and 
diminish during years of plenty; and that Births are far more numerous 
among a population like that of Ireland, the majority of which is just above 
the starving-point ; while they are much fewer in a well (or over-fed) popu- 
lation, like that of England. Now the truth of such a theory may be at 
once tested, and accurately tested, by taking any year’s, or any series of 
years’ registrations among the three Groups into which the inhabitants of 
Scotland have been divided, and ascertaining the proportion of Births to 
each of these Groups. This avoids much of the fallacy which results from 
comparing one nation with another whose Birth-rate may be habitually 
different, from difference of race, climate, and other causes. Now, no one 
will deny that the inhabitants of the Towns are, as a general rule, much 
better fed than the inhabitants of the Rural Districts. Were there any basis 
of truth, therefore, in the theory alluded to, it would be found that 
the Birth-rate was much lower in the Town than in the Rural Districts. 
But the very reverse is the case. The Town Birth-rate is much higher 
than the Rural Birth-rate, and the natural inference is, therefore, that the 
theory alluded to must be false. But a still further proof of the falsity of 
such a theory, is the additional fact that the Birth-rate among the inhabi- 
tants of the Insular Districts (who are still lower fed than the Mainland- 
Rural inhabitants) is lower still than it is among the inhabitants in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts. 

In former Reports it was endeavoured to be shown, that the only cir- 
cumstance which seemed to influence the proportion of Births was the 
Death-rate, inasmuch as the vital statistics of all Countries proved that 
wherever a high Death-rate prevailed, there, nearly in the same proportion, 
was the Death-rate increased. ‘This fact receives a striking illustration in 
the Birth and Death-rates which were observed in Scotland in the Insular, 
the Mainland-Rural, and the Town Districts in 1857, and which, are 
exhibited in the accompanying Table :—

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Here we see that in the Town Districts, where the Deaths were at the high 
rate of 268 in every ten thousand persons, the Births were in the proportion 
of 380 in the same population. In the Mainland-Rural Districts, on the 
other hand, while the Death-rate was at the low proportion of 174 Deaths 
in every ten thousand persons, the Birth-rate was far below that prevailing 
in the Towns, being in the low proportion of 330 Births in every ten 
thousand persons. In the Insular Districts, again, where the Death-rate 
was lower still than either the Town or Mainland-Rural rate—-viz., only 
140 Deaths in every ten thousand persons—the Birth-rate was in exact 
proportion with it, and was far below that of the Town or Mainland-Rural 
Districts, being only at the rate of 273 Births in every ten thousand 
persons. These facts quite accord with the results of the years 1855 and 
1856, so that they may be assumed to indicate the natural law of the con- 
nection between the Birth and the Death-rates. : 

In these three Groups, then, we have a varying proportion of Births 
more striking than is ever witnessed between one season and another, or even 
between one people and another; and no possible explanation of difference 
in the quality or quantity of the food, could explain such a fact, or account 
for such a striking difference. All, however, is naturally explained on the 
supposition that the Death-rate influences the Birth-rate. It is now a 
known fact, that wherever the Death-rate is great, the chief severity of it 
falls on the most delicate members of the community, viz., on the infants 
under one year; and it is also a known fact that the mother, who thus loses 
her child, sooner again becomes a mother, than if her first child had lived 
and been nursed the usual period. In proportion to the population, there- 
fore, a greater number of Births occurs during the year in a population 
where the infantile mortality is high, than in one where it is low; and 
every fact we yet know seems to bear out this view of the question, and 
allows us to infer that such is the natural law of connection between the 
Birth and the Death-rates. 

The influence of race on the proportion of Births has not been satis- 
factorily traced, and it is a difficult subject to treat, because the habits of a 
people, and more especially the earliness of the period of life at which Mar- 
riage is contracted,* have most powerful influences on the number of Births.

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It is more than likely that it is this latter cause which is the reason for 
the number of persons to a family being greater in Ireland than in either 
England or Scotland, seeing that it is the general belief that the great 
majority of the Irish women enter into the married state before their 
18th year. This would at once serve to account for the fact that in 
Ireland, at the Census of 1851, there were 5:44 persons to every family ; 
while in England there were only 4°87, and in Scotland 4°81 persons to 
every family. 

| Of the 103,415 children born during the year, 53,158 were males, 
and 50,257 females ; being in the proportion of 105:7 males to every 100 
females, or very nearly the average proportion of the sexes at Birth over 
all Hurope. Among the legitimate Births the proportion was 105°8 males 
to every 100 females, while among the illegitimate Births there were only 
104°4 males for every 100 females; but the number of the latter is too 
small to admit of any definite conclusion being drawn as to the normal 
proportion of the sexes among that class of Births in Scotland. 

In the Insular Districts of Scotland, the proportion of the sexes at 
Birth was 104:9 males to every 100 females. In the Mainland Rural-Dis- 
tricts, and in the Town Districts, the proportion of the sexes at Birth was 
absolutely alike, being in both 105°8 males to every 100 females. 

In the Report for 1856, attention was directed to the fact that, in 
dealing with statistics, erroneous conclusions were very apt to be drawn 
when the facts were few, seeing that the results of one year might quite 
contradict or neutralize those of the previous one. A striking instance of 
this occurs in the proportion of the sexes among the illegitimate Births in 
the Insular Districts in 1856 and 1857. During the first of these years 
1142 males were born for every 100 females; while during 1857 this was 
reversed, the proportions being only 93°7 males to every 100 females. 

Table V. exhibits some curious anomalies relative to the proportion of 
the sexes in the total Births, and in the legitimate and illegitimate Births 
in the different Counties of Scotland. Most of these anomalies will, doubt- 
less, be found to disappear as observations accumulate ; and a ten years’ 
average would probably show that the proportion in all was nearly the 
same, or, if a difference should then appear, its cause would merit a special 
investigation. 

Of the 103,415 Births, 94,554 were legitimate, and 8859 illegitimate ; 
being in the proportion of one illegitimate in every 11°6 Births, or 8°5 per 
cent. of the Births as illegitimate—exactly the proportion of the previous 

ear. 

; In the Three Great Groups into which the inhabitants of Scotland 
have been divided, it was found, as in former years, that the proportion of 
illegitimate Births was highest in the Mainland-Rural Districts, next 
highest in the Town Districts, and lowest in the Insular Districts. Thus, 
in the Insular Districts, only 5 per cent. of the Births were: illegitimate ; 
in the Town Districts, 7-4 per cent. ; while in the Mainland-Rural Districts 
the proportion was 9°6 per cent. of the Births. | 

In former Reports it was pointed out that Ilegitimacy seemed to pre- 
vail to a much greater extent in the Counties included in the North-Eastern 
and Southern Divisions of Scotland than in the other Counties. The last 
three columns of Table V. show that the same occurred during 1857. Thus, 
in the Northern Division of Scotland, only 5:2 per cent. of the Births were 
illegitimate in 1857; 5:7 per cent. in North-Western Division, and 6:6 per 
cent. in South-Western Division, which includes the great manufacturing 
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and mining populations; while, in the Southern Division, the proportion of 
the illegitimate Births rose to 12°5 per cent. of the total Births; and in the 
North-Eastern Division to 14°5 per cent. of the Births, Three years’ obser- 
vation, therefore, seems to establish the fact that the aidan to illegitimacy 
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is greater in the Counties included in the Southern and North-Eastern 
Divisions than in other parts of Scotland, but no satisfactory cause for this 
peculiarity has yet been assigned. 

During the year 1857 there occurred 1300 cases of Twin-Births; 15 

cases of Triplets; and one in which four living children were produced at a 
Birth. The above numbers give the low proportion of one Twin in every 
79 Births, or 125 Twin-Births in every ten thousand Births. The propor- 
tion of Twin-Births was exactly the same in the Town and Mainland- 
Rural Districts, but was lower than both in the Insular Districts, as may be 
seen by a reference to Table IV. 
The proportion of legitimate children born during the year, to the 
number of Marriages which occur during the same period, is the usual 
mode of estimating the comparative fruitfulness of the Marriage. By this 
mode of estimation it appears that 4°42 legitimate Births were registered 
in Scotland for every marriage, or 442 for every 100 Marriages. This 
is slightly below the proportion of 1856, during which the rate was 449 
Births to every 100 Marriages. The proportion, however, is considerably 
higher than that occurring in England during the same year; for it appears, 
as the result of the registrations of 1857, that in England only 3°96 legitimate 
Births were registered for every Marriage, or 396 Births to every 100 Mar- 
riages. In France, again, the proportion in 1857 was much lower, being at 
the rate of 2°95 legitimate Births for every Marriage, or 295 Births to every 
100 Marriages. As the same higher rate of Births to Marriages was 
observed in Scotland during the two previous years,—or since the Regis- 
tration Act came into operation,—the natural inference seems to be, that 
Marriages are more fruitful in Scotland than in England or France, or 
rather, perhaps, that a smaller proportion of the Marriages are unfruitful, 
It is a well-known fact, that a certain proportion of all Marriages is unfruit- 
ful, but no means have yet been devised for ascertaining this proportion 
among the population. 

In last year’s Report it was shown that the usual mode of calculating the 
increase of a population (viz., either by the increase of Births over Deaths, 
or by assuming that the population was increasing at the same rate as it 
had done between the taking of the last two Censuses), however applicable 
to a large population, like that of England, or to some of the Continental 
States, was quite inapplicable to Scotland, and gave no approximation 
whatever to the actual increase. ‘The same fact was strikingly illustrated 
in 1857. The actual increase of the population of Scotland between 1856 
and 1857 was only 17,158 persons; but the increase of Births over Deaths 
amounted to 41,509 persons: so that if no emigration had occurred during 
the year the number of the population would, in one year, have been in- 
creased by that amount. The Emigration Commissioners, however, ascer- 
tained that 16,253 persons of Scottish origin left the United Kingdom 
during 1857, and, supposing this number were deducted from the excess of 
Births over Deaths, there would be left 25,265 persons as the addition to 
the population for the year, or an excess of 8098 persons above what the 
Census of 1861 shows actually took place. This fact, therefore, corroborates 
the conclusion arrived at in last year’s Report, that, besides the emigration 
from Scotland to the Colonies and to Foreign Countries, a large emigration 
must occur from Scotland to England, an probably to a small extent also 
to Ireland. }

MARRIAGES. 


21,369 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the year 1857, being 
in the proportion of 714 Marriages in every ten thousand of the population, 
or 1 Marriage to every 140 persons. ‘his is very far below the English 
Marriage-rate, which during the same year was in the proportion of 827 
Marriages in every ten thousand, or 1 Marriage to every 120 persons. It 
was even much below the French Marriage-rate, which in 1857 was in the 
proportion of 801 Marriages to every ten thousand of the population, or 1. 
Marriage in every 122 persons. The result of the three years’ Registration, 


therefore, proves that the Scottish Marriage-rate is much and habitually — 


below that of England and of France; while, at the same time, the propor- 
tion of legitimate Births to each Marriage is higher than in either of these 
countries ;—facts which seem to justify the conclusion already drawn, when 
speaking of the Births, that more of the Marriages are fruitful in Scotland, 
or that the Scottish women are more prolific. 

The number of Marriages is with truth regarded as a very fair barometer 
whereby the commercial prosperity of a country is indicated. Even though 
provisions be high in price, provided trade is brisk, and the mining and 
manufacturing interests in a state of activity, the demand for labour being 
good, Marriages are contracted freely; but the moment the commercial 
horizon becomes clouded, and the mining and manufacturing and com- 
mercial interests feel the depression, the number of Marriages instantly 
shows adiminution. During the greater portion of the year 1857 the com- 
mercial prosperity was great; trade, manuiacture, and mining were flourish- 
ing, the demand for labour was great, the staples of food were abundant 
and cheaper than during the previous year; and till about the middle of 
November, when the commercial crash came, the number of Marriages con- 
siderably exceeded those of previous years. One of the first symptoms of 
the outbreak of the commercial crisis in Scotland was the suspension of 
payments by the Western Bank on the 9th of November, followed by that 
of the City of Glasgow Bank’on the 12th of the same month. The Bank 
of England raised its minimum rate of discount to 10 per cent., and the 
failures of other banks in England, and the public panic, caused such a run 
on that great national institution, that on the 12th of November the reserve 
fund was reduced to £581,000. All trade, manufacture, and mining was 
consequently nearly suspended ; and this was clearly indicated in its effect 
on the Marriages, seeing that those for the month of December fell short 
by 240 of those registered during December of the previous year, and were 
352 fewer than in December of 1855. 

This, then, is an additional fact to prove that it is the demand for labour, 
and not the mere price of food, which chiefly regulates the proportion of 
Marriages ; and this fact receives further illustration in the varying pro- 
portion of Marriages which occurs in the Insular, the Mainland-Rural, and 
the Town Districts of Scotland. Thus, in the Insular Districts, where the 
demand for labour is small, and Marriages are only contracted to supply 
the vacancies caused by Death, only 585 Marriages occurred in every ten 
thousand persons. In the Mainland-Rural Districts, where the supply of 
labourers exceeds the demand, and where the population is only slowly in- 
creasing, 629 Marriages occurred in every ten thousand of the population ; 
while in the Towns, where the demand for labour was great, and where 
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the population was rapidly increasing, 869 Marriages were contracted for 
every ten thousand persons in the population. 

By Table VI. it appears that 10,194 Marriages were contracted accord- 
ing to the rites of the Established Church of Scotland; 4789 according to 
the forms of the Free Church; 2926 according to those of the United Pres- 
byterian Church; 1919 according to those of the Roman Catholic Church ; 
416 according to those of the Episcopalian Church ; 1017 according to the 
rites of the various smaller religious denominations; in 101 the form of the 
ceremony was not stated; and in 7 cases the marriage was irregular. 
‘There may have been more irregular marriages, but only the numbers’ 
indicated were entered in the Registers. 

These numbers afford the only means of ascertaining by a rough ap- 
proximation the number of the population attached to each religious de- 
nomination, as this important fact was not ascertained at the Census of 
1861. It may be remarked, that in Scotland this mode of estimation must 
give a very close approximation to the truth, seeing that it is a custom very 
rigidly adhered to, to have the Marriage ceremony performed by the minister 
to whose denomination the bride belongs ; and as the proportional numbers 
for 1857 correspond closely with those of 1856, they cannot be very far 
from the truth. Thus, of every 100 marriages, 47:7 were celebrated by 
ministers of the Established Church of Scotland; 22:4 by ministers of the 
Free Church; 13°7 by ministers of the United Presbyterian Church; 9:0 
by the Roman Catholic Church; 2°0 by the ministers of the Episcopal 
Church; and 4:7 by all other denominations. These numbers, then, may 
be regarded as giving as near an approximation as is now attainable, of 
the relative proportions of the population attached to each religious de- 
nomination. 

It is well known that the law of Scotland regards Marriage as a purely 
civil contract, of which the essence is the consent ‘of the parties to accept 
each other as husband and wife; and this contract, like other contracts, 
may be proved by writ, by parole testimony, or by inference from the conduct 
of the parties. In order, however, to the constitution of a regular, as dis- 
tinguished from an irregular Marriage, previous proclamation of banns in 
the parish where the parties have been respectively domiciled is necessary ; 
and, though not a legal requisite, the presence of a minister of religion, and 
a religious ceremony, are the invariable concomitants of the celebration of a 
regular Marriage. With regard to irregular Marriages, so far from regard- 
ing them with favour, or even with indifference, the law, while it recognises 
them, imposes severe penalties on all who are concerned in their celebra- 
tion, whether as parties or otherwise. Keeping these facts in view, and 
making due allowance for the case of irregular Marriages which may have

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been celebrated, but which have not been entered on the Registers, it appears 
that, out of the total Marriages in Scotland during the year 1857, no less 
than 21,363 were celebrated according to the rites of some religious denomi- 
nation, while the irregular only amounted to 7. From this fact, it appears 
that nothing can be further from the truth than the notion which seems to 
be entertained as to the extent to which irregular Marriages are contracted 
in this country. The truth is, that not only are such Marriages subject to 
legal penalties, but the whole voice of public opinion is against them; and 
they are never resorted to by persons of the slightest respectability, but in 
exceptional cases, where the only other alternative would be a connection of 
even a more illegitimate character. What gave Scotland its bad repute re- 
lative to irregular Marriages, was the large number of persons who resorted 
to Scotland from England to take advantage of the Marriage Law of Scot- 
land. This fact was brought prominently before the General Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland in a Report drawn up by the Convener of the Re- 
gistration Committee of that venerable body, and laid on their table on the 
30th May 1853. By that document it appears that, in the Highteen 
Border Parishes (including Lamberton Toll), in which most of the irregular 
Marriages were celebrated, 1127 irregular Marriages were contracted in 
1850, 1125 in 1851, and 1154 in 1852. Of the 1127 irregular Marriages 
in 1850, in no fewer than 1091 both parties were from England, in 25 both 
parties were Scotch, and in 11 one of the parties only was a native. Of the 
1125 irregular Marriages in 1851, in 10938 cases both the parties were from 
England, in 26 both parties were Scotch, and in 6 only one of the parties 
was a native. Of the 1154 irregular Marriages in 1852, in 1110 cases both 
parties were strangers from England, in 29 both parties were natives of 
Scotland, and in 15 only one of the parties was a native. During these 
same years the population of these 18 Border Parishes amounted to 30,395 
persons, while the mean annual registered proclamation of banns for Marriage 
numbered 205; and even on the supposition that Marriage in these Parishes 
occurred in the same proportion as over all Scotland (which is a great over- 
estimate), the registered proclamations would only have amounted to 232 
per annum. From these striking facts it is seen that it was the English 
and not the Scottish people who abused the facilities of the Marriage Law 
of Scotland ;.and it was abla thought that, could the English be prevented 
from crossing the Border thus to abuse the laws of Scotland, the Scottish 
people in the Border Parishes, who imitated the bad example of their 
Southern neighbours, would soon give up a practice repugnant to every pro- 
. principle, The Act 19 and 20 Vict., c. 96, “for amending the Law of 
Marriage’ in Scotland,” passed July 29, 1856, and better known as Lord 
Brougham’s Act for preventing irregular Marriages in Scotland, seems to 
have had the most beneficial effect. It has not only quite suppressed what 
were known as Gretna Green Marriages among the natives of England, 
but has tended greatly to put a stop to the contraction of irregular Marriage 
among the natives of Scotland themselves. 

But the fact is, that Marriages of the same nature as what are termed 
“irregular Marriages” in Scotland—that is, Marriages not solemnized in 
facie ecclesie—are far more common in England than in Scotland. All those 
Marriages in England which are contracted in Superintendent Registrars’ 
Offices, are virtually what in Scotland would be termed irregular Marriages. 
In 1857, of 159,097 Marriages in England, 9642 were contracted in Super- 
intendent Registrars’ Offices, being in the proportion of no less than 6 per 
cent. of the Marriages! Andithe proportion seems to be annually increasing. 
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According to the present law and custom in Scotland, all regular 
Marriages take place after the proclamation of banns. To enable the banns 
of Marriage to be proclaimed in the Parish Church, the parties must have 
resided in the Parish for six weeks previous to the period when application 
is made to the Session Clerk; and two householders are required to certify 
that the parties have resided for that period in the Parish, that they are un- 
married persons, and not within the prohibited degrees of consanpuinity. 
Where the parties reside in different Parishes, proclamation of the banns of 
Marriage must take place in each Parish; and no minister is permitted 
(under a severe penalty in case of breach of the law) to solemnize a Mar- 
riage until he is satisfied that each of the parties has had the banns pro- 
claimed in the Parish to which they respectively belong. This is felt to be 
a serious grievance in a few cases annually, inasmuch as it forces certain 
parties to lower themselves in their friends’, as well as in their own estima- 
tion, by contracting Marriage irregularly. This is especially the case when 
one of the parties belongs to the army or navy, is engaged in our mercantile 
marine, or has his usual residence in our Colonies or in Foreign Countries, 
and who cannot spare time to reside in any Parish for six weeks previous to 
making application for the proclamation of the banns of Marriage. This, 
almost the only serious evil affecting our Scottish Marriage Law, could 
be obviated by a short Act, empowering ministers to solemnize a marriage 
where one only of the parties had complied with all the requirements of 
the present law, and had resided for six weeks in the Parish in which the 
proclamation of banns was made, provided that satisfactory reasons were 
assigned (such as above intimated) for the other party not being also able 
to comply with all the requirements of the present law. ‘There would be no 
danger in extending to Scotland a liberty on this point, similar to that which 
has been long enjoyed in England. A special license is, from its expense, 
beyond the reach of most persons. But the ordinary license of the English 
Church is granted by a surrogate for Marriage in the Parish Church, or in 
some public chapel of the Parish in which one of the parties has resided 
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for 15 days; and the parties to whom such license is given may be married 
within the hour after receiving such license. Now that steam and rails draw 
us into so much closer relation with all our Colonies, and that time is conse- 
quently so much more valuable, some alteration of the Marriage Law of 
Scotland, similar in effect to that suggested, seems to be called for. 

Of the 21,8369 men who married during the -year, the ages of 21,317 
were ascertained. Of that number, 607, or 2°84 per cent., were under 20 
years of age. Of the 21,369 women who married, the ages of 21,263 were 
ascertained ; and of these, 2625, or 12°28 per cent., were under 20 years of 
age. In England, for the same year, 2°44 per cent. of the men, and 12°39 
per cent. of the women who married, were under 20 years of age,—or a 
slightly lower proportion of males, but a slightly higher proportion of females, 
than in Scotland; yet the numbers are so close, that the proportions may 
be regarded as identical in the two countries—as they were in 1856. In 
France, 2°94 per cent. of the men, and 18°77 per cent. of the women who 
married in 1857, were under 20 years of age; so that, in that country, 
while the proportion of men under 20 years who married was only slightly 
oreater than in Scotland and England, the proportion of women under 20 
who entered the married state was very much higher. 

It is much to be regretted that the English and French Returns are 
not published in such a form as to enable us to ascertain the proportion of 
men and of women who enter the married state under 21 years, the legal 
age of majority. It is quite true the English Returns do give the number 
of the males and females who are entered on the Registers as minors; but 
as the total number of men and women whose ages were ascertained is not 
given, and from the extended Tabies it appears that in fully a third of the 
Marriages in England in 1857, the ages of the parties who married were not 
ascertained, no exact data are given whereby the correct proportion of the 
Marriage of minors may be ascertained; and it gives a totally false idea

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of the proportion, to compare the numbers returned vaguely as “ minors,” 
with the total Marriages, a third of which appear to specify no age at all. 

In Scotland in 1857, of the 21,317 men who entered into the married 
state, and whose ages were ascertained, 1593 were minors, or under 21 years 
of age, giving the proportion of 7:47 minors in every 100 men who married. 
Of the 21,263 women whose ages were ascertained, 4568, or 21°43 in every 
100 who married, were minors, or under 21 years of age. As from Table 
IX. it is seen that a considerably higher proportion, both of men and 
women, in England enter the married state before the 25th year of life, than 
in Scotland, the natural inference is, that the proportion of men and of 
women who marry as minors in England will also be greater than in 
Scotland. 

In last Report, attention was directed to the proportion of men and 
women entering the married state under and above 25 years of age, as 
throwing considerable light on the social condition of the people, and as 
showing the comparative facilities for procuring a livelihood in the various 
Divisions of Scotland. The Tables given for 1856 are here reproduced 
for 1857; and Tables [X. and X. exhibit this class of facts. From these . 
it will be seen that 8995 men and 12,513 women married under 25 years ; 
while above that age the proportion of the sexes was almost exactly reversed, 
inasmuch as 12,374 men, but only 8856 women married, above that age. 
This shows that 42°19 per cent. of the men who married in 1857, and 58°84 
per cent. of the women, were under 25 years of age at the date of Marriage ; 
while 57°81 per cent. of the men, and 41:16 per cent. of the women, were 
above 25 years of age. 

It is interesting to compare these proportions with those of England and 
of France for the same year, and this is done in Table LX. for the Marriages 
under 25 years. From that Table it appears, that while in Scotland 42°19 
of every 100 men who married were under 25 years of age, in England

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The few persons whose ages were not specified, are allowed for on the supposition that they 
‘would divide in the same proportions as the persons whose ages were specified. But the propor- 
tions for all Scotland are deducted from those whose ages were ascertained, viz, 21,317 Males, and 
21,263 Females. 
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4920, or very nearly an exact half, were under that age; whereasin France, _ 
only 26°72 in every 100 men who married, or little more than a fourth, were 
under 25 years. Of the women, again, by far the largest proportion under 
25 years of age married in England: for, of every 100 women who married: 
during the year, 62°13 were under that age; whereas in Scotland, 58°84 only 
in every 100 were under 25, and 55:48 in every 100 in France. Should 
these comparative proportions be reproduced with tolerable regularity from 
year to year, they will be found to reveal some interesting facts in social 
statistics, In the first place, they appear to show that a much larger propor- 
tion of men and of women, under 25 years of age, marry in England than in 
Scotland; and this, combined with the fact that very many more Marriages, 
in proportion to the population, are annually contracted in England than in 
Scotland, clearly indicates that the demand for labour, and the means of pro- 
curing a livelihood, are greater in England than in Scotland; and satisfac- 
torily accounts for the large emigration of Scotchmen to England, which it 
has been shown must annually take place. Secondly, these facts reveal a 
state of matters, with respect to France, meriting the most serious attention 
of her rulers. They show that some causes are in operation which, to a 
dangerous extent, repress the natural tendency to enter into the married 
state at an early period of life; and as late Marriages are not only less pro- 
lific, but also a greater proportion of them proves unfruitful altogether, should 
such a state of matters continue for any length of time, it will have the effect 
of arresting the increase of the population, or even of allowing it to decrease. 
As it is, even in 1854 and in 1855 we know that the Deaths in France 
exceeded the Births, so that the population, instead of increasing, fell off. 
Nor is this surprising when it is found that, even in the healthy year 1857, 
the Births in that country were only at the rate of 259 Births in every ten 
thousand persons,—a rate very little above that of the Deaths for the same 
year, which were in the proportion of 238 Deaths in every ten thousand 
sereob ot the population; thus allowing scarcely any margin for an epi- 
demic. 
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_ Tables X. and XL, which generally agree with those of the previous 
year, seem to corroborate the conclusions then drawn, that the demand for 
labour and the possibility of procuring a livelihood were the great regula- 
tors of Marriage in the various Divisions and Counties of Scotland. They 
also seem to confirm the hint then thrown out, that the prudential check to 
Marriage to which the youth had been subjected im those Counties where the 
demand for labour was small, and the possibility of advancement not great, 
continued to operate throughout life; so that im these Counties, both before and 
after 25 years of age, fewer Marriages occurred im proportion to the popula- 
tion than in those mining and manufacturing Counties where such checks 
to Marriage scarcely existed. Thus, in the Northern Division of Scotland, 
which includes the counties of Shetland, Orkney, Caithness, and Suther- 
land, only 31-8 per cent. of the men who married, and 48-5 per cent. of the 
women who married, were under 25 years of age; while in the manufac- 
turing and mining South-western Division, which includes the counties of 
Renfrew, Ayr, and Lanark, 47-2 per cent. of the men, and 64:8 per cent. 
of the women who married, were under 25 years of age. In drawing all 
these conclusions, however, care must be taken mot to put too much reliance 
on one year’s data, as, from the comparative fewmess of the facts, the results 
may and will be occasionally exceptional, although perfectly trustworthy 
when a series of years is taken. 

It might almost have been expected that, if the usual proportion of men 
did not enter the married state before their 25:h year, a larger number in 
proportion to the population, would marry at a more advanced period of life, 
or above 25 years of age. This, however, does mot seem to be the case, as 
is shown by Table X., which in this respect agrees generally with the cor- 
responding Table given for 1856. By that Table it appears, that, speaking 
generally, the Divisions in Scotland in which the fewest Marriages occur in 
| oa to the population, are also the same which exhibit the fewest 












arriages after 25 years of age; and that those Divisions in which the pro- 
portion of Marriages is greatest at all ages, are also, generally speaking, 
those in which the proportion of Marriages at am advanced period of life— 
viz., above 25 years—is also the highest. Thus,m the Northern Division 
the Marriages were in the proportion of 558 to every hundred thousand 
persons, while the Marriages of the men above 25 years of age were in the 
proportion of 380 in the same population. But im the South-Western Divi- 
sion the total Marriages were in the proportion of $41 Marriages to every 
hundred thousand persons, and the Marriages of men above 25 years of age 
were at the rate of 444 Marriages in the same population. The exceptions to 
this apparently general rule—as, for instance, im the North-Western Division 
—result from the small number of the Marriages, and will be found to dis- 
appear on a series of years being taken. 

It gives most erroneous notions relative both to Deaths and Marriages, 
to state that the mean age of Death, or the meam age at which Marriage 
was contracted, was so and so. What is wished to be known in the one 
ease is the age at which exactly the one half of a certain number who 
started in the race for life was cut off; and m the case of Marriages, the 
age above and below which exactly one half of either sex who married 
within the year contracted Marriage. Now, if we estimate by the usual 
formula the mean age at which Marriage was comiracted by either sex, the 
estimated age will appear far too high, evem thongh estimated by the last 
birth-day, instead of the actual age, for it would make the mean age of the 
men at Marriage 28-2 years, and that of the females 25-2 years; whereas a 
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full half of all the women who married during the year were under 24 years 
of age (little more than 23°5), and a half of the men who married during 
the year were under 26 years, the other half of either sex being above these 
ages. 

Of the 21,369 Marriages, the condition of life was only, ascertained in

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19,800 cases. Of these 19,800 Marriages, it appears from Table XII. that 
17,030 were contracted between bachelors and spinsters; 1648 between 
widowers and spinsters; 601 between widowers and widows; and 521 be- 
tween bachelors and widows. From this it appears that, in every 100 
Marriages, 86 were between bachelors and spinsters ; 8°3 between widowers 
and spinsters; 3 between widowers and widows; and 2°7 between bachelors 
and widows; being nearly the same proportions as in 1856. 

Of the persons who re-married during the year, 2249 were widowers, 
and 1122, or nearly an exact half, widows. It thus appears that, of every 
100 men who married, 88°65 were bachelors, and 11°35 widowers ;_ while of 
every 100 women who married, 94°34 were spinsters, and only 5°66 widows. 
These are nearly the exact proportions in which bachelors and widowers, 
spinsters and widows, married during 1856; and they may therefore be as- 
sumed to be the proportions in which the Scottish people marry. Widowers 
and widows, however, appear to re-marry in a much larger proportion in 
England, as it appears from the Registers of 1857, that of every 100 men 
who married in England, 13:75 were widowers; while of every 100 women 
who married, 9°11 were widows,—proportions greatly above those of Scot- 
land. 

It will be seen from Table XII. that the proportion of widows who re- 
married is very much greater in the South-Western Division of Scotland 
than in any other. That Division includes the manufacturing and mining 
counties of Renfrew, Ayr, and Lanark; and in last Report, where the same 
fact was noticed, it was hinted that the probable explanation of the circum- 
stance was, that in these, as in other manufacturing and mining populations, 
a widow with a family is sure of being re-married, if she wishes it, seeing 
that the children are looked on as valuable property, from the parents draw- 
ing the proceeds of their early labour. 

Of the 21,369 men who married during the year, 18,781 were able to 
sign their names, and 2588 signed by mark. Of the 21,369 women who 
married during the year, 16,064 were able to sign their names, while 5305 
signed by affixing their mark. From this, it appears that 87-9 in every 100 
men, and 75:2 in every 100 women who married, were able to write their 
names; while 12:1 in every 100 men, and 24°8 in every 100 women, were 
unable to write their names, and signed by mark. This is a much larger 
‘proportion of men and women able to write than is indicated by the English 
Registers of Marriage for the same year. In England, during 1857, only 
72°3 in every 100 men, and 61:2 in every 100 women who married, were 
able to sign their names in the Marriage Registers ; while 27:7 in every 100 
men, and 38°8 in every 100 women who married, were unable to write, and 
sioned by mark. In France, again, the proportion of men and women able 
to write their namesin the Marriage Register was much below that of Eng- 
land. Thus, in France in 1857, only 69 in every 100 men, and 53 in every 
100 women who married, were able to sign their names; while 31 in every 
100 men, and 47 in every 100 women, were unable to sign their names, 
and affixed their mark. ‘These results, so far as they go, serve to show that 
the elementary education of the masses in Scotland is in a more satisfactory 
condition than in either England or France. They serve, however, at the 
same time, to show that a very large proportion of the population is in a 
very backward state as to education, leaving a very large margin for the 
exertions of philanthropists. 

In the Report for 1855, and again in that for 1856, attention was 
directed to the singular fact, that the Divisions of Scotland, and of course 
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the Counties, in which the highest proportion of illegitimate Births occurred, 
were also those in which the populations seemed to be in the highest state 
of education, in so far as could be judged from the proportion of men and 
of women able to sign their names. The same fact was exhibited in the 
year 1857, as is apparent from Table XIII. Thus, in the North-Western

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Division of Scotland, where it has been already shown the proportion of 
illegitimate Births was highest (viz., 14°5 per cent. of the Births), no fewer 
than 96°7 in every 100 men and 88°4 in every 100 women who married, 
were able to write their names. In like manner, in the Southern Division, 
which furnished the next highest proportion of illegitimate ‘Births (viz., 
12°5 per cent.), 97°7 in every 100 men, and 90°2 in every 100 women 
who married, were able to sign their names. The causes of this strange 
peculiarity have not yet been satisfactorily traced; for it might naturally 
have been expected that the higher the state of education, the lower 
would be the proportion of illegitimate Births. 


DEATHS. 


61,906 Deaths were registered in Scotland during the year 1857, 
which gives the proportion of 206 Deaths in every ten thousand persons 
living in Scotland during that year. The Deaths in England for the same 
year, were in the proportion of 218 Deaths in every ten thousand persons. 
The annual average proportion of Deaths in Scotland, therefore, appears to 
be considerably below that of England, inasmuch as for the three years, 
1855, 1856, and 1857, the average annual Deaths in Scotland have been in 
the proportion of 204 Deaths in every ten thousand of the population, while 
in England, for the same period, the average has been 216 Deaths in a like 
population. In France, again, during these three years, the average annual 
proportion has been 244 Deaths in every ten thousand persons; and for the 
year 1857, at the rate of 238 Deaths in a like population. In so far, then, 
as the mere proportion of Deaths can indicate such a fact, Scotland seems 
to be a pre-eminently healthy country. 

The division of the inhabitants of Scotland into Three Great Groups, 
according as they dwell in Insular, Mainland-Rural, or Town Districts, 
enabled us in former Reports to point out the very varying proportion of 
Deaths which occurs in these different localities, and how very greatly the

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Deaths are increased among the Town sopalnticne The same facts were 
observed in 1857. In the Insular Districts, 140 Deaths only took place for 
every ten thousand persons living in these Districts. In the Mainland-Rural 
Districts, 174 Deaths occurred for every ten thousand persons. But in the 
Town Districts, 268 persons were cut off during the year out of every ten 
thousand inhabitants. This fact shows, in the clearest light, that agencies 
are at work in the Towns highly prejudicial to health and to life, all of which 
merit the deepest study of the sanitary reformer. 

In former Reports, the powerful influence of sex in modifying the 
general mortality was pointed out, and was equally observable in 1857. 
Thus, while in Scotland 211 males were cut off out of every ten thousand 
males in the population, only 196 females died in a like female population. 
The Three Great Groups into which Scotland is divided exhibited the same 
lesser waste of female life. Thus, in every ten thousand persons of each sex 
living in each of the different Groups, it was found that in the Insular 
Districts, 152 males, but only 131 females, died durmg the year; in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts the proportions were, 180 male Deaths, but only 
168 female Deaths ; while in the Town Districts, 289 male Deaths, but only 
250 female Deaths, occurred in every ten thousand persons of either sex. 
(See Table IT.) 

This greater value, or lesser waste, of female life appears from Table 
XY. to extend to the female at every period of life from birth to old age; 
and the results of 1857, in this respect, agree with those of 1855 and 1856. 
Thus, in every ten thousand children of each sex, under 5 years of age, 657 
boys died for every 580 girls. In a like population, between 5 and 10 years 
of age, 84 boys died for every 82 girls. An apparently exceptional instance 
occurred to this general law between the ages of 10 and 15; for it appeared 
that 45 boys, but 46 girls, died in every ten “thousand of the respective sexes. 
But that this result was purely exceptional appears from the results of former 
years, when the male Deaths exceeded the female. From 15 to 20 years of 
age, 71 young men died for every 62 young women. From 20 to 30 years 
of age, 94 men died for every 76 women; while from 30 to 40 years of age 
the proportions were 103 male Deaths for 96 female Deaths. Between the

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ages of 40 and 50 years, 140 men died for every 116 women; and between 
50 and 60 years, 219 male Deaths occurred for every 178 female Deaths 
in every ten thousand of the respective sexes. From 60 to 70 years of age, 
420 men died for every 359 women; and from 70 to 80 years of age, 934 
male happened for every 852 female Deaths. Thus it is seen that, at every 
period of life, males in Scotland are cut off in a higher proportion than 
females; and that even the superadded risks of Childbirth do not raise the 
female mortality, at the child-bearing ages, to the level of the male Deaths. 

As, from the deficiences of the Census of 1851 relative to the ages, 
it is impossible to compare the proportion of Deaths at different ages to the 
persons living at these ages in the Insular, Mainland, and Town Districts, 
some interesting conclusions may still be drawn by comparing the proportion 
of Deaths at the different ages to the total Deaths in each of these Three 
Great Groups. 

On casting our eye over Table XVLI., the first thing which strikes us 
is, that from Birth to the 60th year of life, the per centage of Deaths in both 
sexes is lowest in the Insular, next lowest in the Mainland, and highest in 
the Town Districts. But above 60 years of age the whole of this is reversed ; 
for the Town Districts yield the smallest per centage of Deaths above 60 
years, the Mainland the next smallest, while the Insular Districts yield the 
highest proportion. This is exactly what must have been anticipated from 
knowing the varying proportion in which the inhabitants of these respective 
Districts were cut off. It was found that the Insular Districts yielded the 
smallest proportion of Deaths, but the Towns the largest. As the Deaths 
were therefore most numerous in the Towns, it was only to be expected that 
many fewer would survive to die in old age, than in the Mainland or Insular 
Districts; and this Table shows that such actually happened. ‘Thus, of 
every 100 males who died in each of these Groups during the year, 33°6 
were above 60 years of age in the Insular Districts; 28°] were above 60 in 
the Mainland Districts; while only 14:7 were above 60 years of age in the 
Town Districts. Or take the females: of every 100 females who died 
in each of the respective groups, 45°5 were above 60 years of age in the In-

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sular Districts; 34:3 above 60 in the Mainland-Rural Districts; while 
only 20°4 were above 60 years of age in the Town Districts. This Table 
merits a careful study, as it shows the superior longevity, and immunity from 
early death, which result from a residence away from the great centres of 
population. 

From Tables XV. and XVI. it is seen that by far the heaviest mor- 
tality occurs among children under 5 years of age; and it is greatly to be 
regretted that the Census of 1851 did not give the particulars of the ages 
under 5, as it would have enabled us to point out some interesting facts. 
By comparing, however, the Deaths at each year under 5 years of age, with 
the total Deaths under 5 years, we arrive approximatively at the fact that a 
full half of the Deaths under 5 years of age occur during the first year of 
life, and that they progressively and rapidly diminish as life advances. By 
Table XVII. it appears, that over all Scotland in 1857, of every 100 
children who died under 5 years of age, no fewer than 51:14, or more than 
the half, were under 1 year of age; 24°65, or very nearly a fourth, were 
above 1 and under 2 years of age; 11°57 were between 2 and 3 years of 
age; 7°34 were between 3 and 4 years; and only 5°30 were between 4 and 
5 years of age. 

When these facts are produced for the Insular, the Mainland, and the 
Town Districts, they disclose a state of matters for which we were not at 
all prepared, and which makes us regret still more deeply the impossibility 
‘of comparing the Deaths with the living at the respective ages. By Table 
XVI., for instance, it was seen that the proportion of Deaths under 5 years 
of age to the total Deaths, was much less in the Insular and in the Mainland 
Districts than it was in the Town Districts; but when we analyze these 
Deaths under 5 years, in the several Districts, to our surprise we find that 
the proportion of those dying during the first year of life in the healthy 
Mainland Districts is much higher than the proportion in the unhealthy 
Towns; while in the Insular Districts, where we should have expected the 
smallest mortality during the first year of life, we find a mortality infinitely 
greater. Were this Table to stand alone, it might be plausibly concluded 
that ignorance of the mother, want of proper food, and unnecessary exposure 
in the Mainland-Rural, but especially in the Insular Districts, proved more

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fatal to the tender infant under 1 year, than did the overcrowding, the 
neglect, the close unventilated dwelling of the Towns, and the too frequent 
drugging the babe with some opiate preparation ; that, in fact, were it not 
for the Epidemics which decimate the children of the Town populations, 
the greater general knowledge of the mother, the warmer and more sheltered 
home, gave a babe of the lower classes a better chance of struggling through 
the first year of life, than if it had been born in the Country, under the care 
of a rough-handed ignorant woman, living in a cottage which afforded a very 
insufficient shelter from cold. 
Till we know the actual numbers living in each of these Districts, at 
each year of life from 1 to 5, or, at all events, the number of the living under

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one year, all such conclusions may be erroneous. Still it is well to direct 
attention to them in the meantime, lest they should be altogether overlooked. 
In so far, however, as such an imperfect survey of the facts permits of a 
conclusion being drawn, some part of the surmise may prove to be correct, 
from the fact that the Table shows that in the Insular Districts the very 
high proportion of 64°35 per cent. of the Deaths under 5, were under 1 year 
of age, while the proportion in the Town Districts was only 49°14 per cent. ; 
in other words, that the chief mortality among the infants in the Insular 
Districts occurred at a period when they are not liable to Epidemics, and 
when, if they die, they more usually fall victims to colds (7.e., Bronchitis and 
Pneumonia) produced by exposure, or to inattention in nursing and at

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weaning. This Table still further bears out this surmise, in that it shows 
that both in the Mainland and in the Town Districts, where Epidemics 
among children are common, a large proportion (above a fourth of the mor- 
tality under 5 years in the Towns, and a little under a fourth in the Main- 
land) of the children died between their first and second year of life; and 
that the proportion of Deaths at all ages up to 5 years was greater in these 
Districts than in the Insular Districts. In fact, this Table, by itself, would 
allow the conclusion to be drawn, that the Deaths among nursing babes 
were fewer in the Towns than in either the Mainland-Rural or the Insular 
Districts; but that, from the greater prevalence of Epidemics in Towns, chil- 
dren at all ages above the nursing period were cut off in much larger pro- 
portions in the Town than in either the Mainland or the Insular Districts.

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Had we the means of comparing the Deaths at each year of life below 5 
years, with the population at the same ages, it would probably appear that, 
for the first year of life, nearly an equal proportion died in each of the Three 
Great Groups, and that the different rates of mortality under 5 years was 
caused by the greater proportion cut off by the various Epidemics, which 
prevail to the greatest extent, and are most fatal in the Town Districts, are 
less fatal and less prevalent in the Mainland-Rural Districts, and are least 
fatal in the Insular Districts. , 
Tables XVIIT. to XXIV. give, as in former Reports, the particulars 
relative to the population and the Deaths at the different ages in the Hight 
Principal Towns of Scotland, and do not seem to require any special comment. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 61,906 Deaths registered in Scotland during the year 1857, the 
cause of Death was assigned in 58,011 cases. It thus appears that in every 
100 Deaths the cause of Death was not mentioned in 6°3 cases,—being 
almost the same proportion in which no cause of Death was assigned during 
the previous year, Of the 3895 cases, however, which appear in the Tables 
under the heading of Cause of Death not specified, 2104 were under 1 year 
of age, and in the great majority of these it was mentioned that the child 
died from Bowel Hives; but as this vernacular name includes many 
diseases which belong to different classes, all cases entered as such in the 
Registers were obliged to be tabulated under the heading of “ not specified.” 


Crass I. Zymotic Diseases. 


The Zymotic or Epidemic and Contagious Class of Diséases cut off 
14,046 persons in Scotland in 1857, and thus constituted 24:21 per cent. of 
the Deaths, or nearly a fourth of the total mortality. Allowing for the pro- 
portion of Deaths of which the causes were not ascertained, the above figures 
would indicate that, in 1857, the Zymotic Class of Diseases cut off in the

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proportion 501 persons in every hundred thousand persons living,—being 
the exact mean of the two previous years. In England, that Class of Dis- 
eases appears generally to be less fatal than in Scotland, seeing that in 1857 
only 474 Deaths therefrom occurred in every hundred thousand persons in 
the population, the mean of the three years 1855 to 1857 inclusive, being 
only 448 Deaths from the Zymotic Class of Diseases in every hundred thou- 
sand of the population. 

This fact merits some notice, inasmuch as it might have been expected 
that, as the total Deaths in all Scotland are lower in proportion to the popu- 
lation than the total Deaths in England, so the Zymotic Diseases, which cut 
off nearly a fourth of all who die, would have borne some relation to the total 
Deaths. As the comparison of a three years’ average of the mortality of the 
Zymotic Class of Diseases, shows that the Deaths therefrom are proportionally 
very much more numerous in Scotland than in England, it seems to prove 
that the causes which favour their propagation and fatality are more rife in 
Scotland than in England. 

The Sanitary Inquiries which have been carried on with such vigour 
over the Country, have, of late years, done much to enlighten us as to the 
agents which tend to propagate and render fatal the Epidemic Class of 
Diseases, when these once appear among a community. These inquiries 
have proved, by the most incontestable evidence, that want of ventilation, 
close rooms, foul air, exhalations from an undrained locality, from stagnant 
or choked drains, from foul cesspools, and from manure heaps, that the over- 
crowding of human beings in confined rooms, the overcrowding of houses so 
that they cannot be sufficiently ventilated nor exposed to the sun, an in- 
sufficient supply of food, etc., are agents which contribute most powerfully 
to invite attacks of Eipidemics, and render them fatal when once they break 
out. 

Any one who is familiar with the houses of the lower classes in the 

large ‘Towns, and with the cottage dwellings of the inhabitants of the small 
Villages, and of the Rural population in the two Countries, will probably 
have no difficulty in convincing himself that no other result than that above 
indicated could have been anticipated. The more cleanly habits of the 
people of England, their less crowded dwellings, their better ventilated rooms, 
the absence of the filthy miasmatous pool before their doors, perhaps also 
their more abundant diet, would, to the sanitary inquirer, sufficiently 
account for the much lesser prevalence and fatality of Hpidemic Diseases 
among the inhabitants of England, and would serve also to indicate in what 
direction our efforts should be made, in order to increase the health and 
lengthen the life of the inhabitants of Scotland. 

The division of the inhabitants of Scotland into Three Great Groups, 
according as they live in Insular, Mainland-Rural, or Town Districts, en- 
ables us at once to see in which of these Districts sanitary improvements 
are most needed to arrest the fatality of the Epidemic Class of Diseases. 
In the Insular Districts only 215 Deaths from the Zymotic Class of Diseases 
occurred in every hundred thousand persons; in the Mainland Rural Dis- 
tricts (including the Villages and Smaller Towns), 393 Deaths from the 
same class of diseases occurred in a like population; but in the Town Dis- 
tricts no fewer than 711 Deaths from the Zymotic Class of Diseases occurred 
in every hundred thousand inhabitants. From these facts, it is apparent 
that it is our large Towns which are more especially in need of Sanitary 
Reform; but it must never be supposed that even the most perfect reforma- 
tion in the habits of the people and in the condition of their dwellings could 
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ever bring the mortality from the Epidemic Class of Diseases in Towns so 
low as that in the Rural Districts, seeing that the necessary crowding to- 
gether of houses and of human beings in ‘Towns, and the almost impossibility

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of isolating the sick, must ever render Epidemic Diseases more frequent and 
fatal in Towns than in the Country. Still there seems nothing to prevent the 
mortality from that class of diseases being very greatly reduced ; and the very 
fact that, though the general mortality from all diseases is higher in England

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than in Scotland, its mortality from the Epidemic Class of Diseases is lower, 
affords the strongest encouragement to improve the sanitary condition of the 
lower classes. With a lower general mortality, Scotland ought also to have 
a lower Epidemic mortality, than England; but the fact that its Epidemic 
mortality is higher, seems to prove that it is to the improving of the sanitary 
condition of the lower classes, and of their dwellings, that our first efforts 
should be directed. 

Speaking in a general way, it is found that the mortality from the 
Kpidemic Class of Diseases corresponds with the general mortality from all 
diseases; that is to say, that if the general mortality of the Town be low, so 
also will, in most instances, be the Epidemic mortality. All limited popu- 
lations, however, are liable to form exceptions to this rule, when looked at 
for one year alone; but all such exceptions disappear when the results of a 
ten years’ series are taken. During the year 1857, the ordinary rule gene- 
rally applies, with the above explanation, to the Eight Principal Towns of 
Scotland, as will be seen by Table XXVIII. But if the examination be 
extended over the two previous years also, a truer idea will be formed of 
both the absolute healthiness of each town, and also of its comparative 
healthiness with regard to the other towns. Table X XIX., then, shows 
the Towns arranged according to the order of least mortality on the three 
years’ average, 1855, 1856, and 1857; and though a more lengthened 
average may show a somewhat different position regarding the smaller 
Towns, Leith and Perth, still the proportional mortality, or the proportional 
healthiness, may be considered as approximatively shown by that Table. 
It is also important to remark, that there isa general accordance in that

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Table between the general mortality and the mortality from the Epidemic 
Ciass of Diseases. Indeed, it may be said that it is the Epidemic Class of 
Diseases which indicates in the most unmistakeable manner the real healthi- 
ness or unhealthiness of any particular Town, District, or Locality. It 
again and again happens that a District or Locality notoriously unhealthy, 
may, from a particular concatenation of circumstances (more especially of 
atmospheric agencies), for one or even two years exhibit a low mortality ; 
but this is amply compensated for in subsequent years, when one Epidemic 
follows another, and always attacks the inhabitants with a virulence and 
fatality proportioned to the sanitary condition of the locality. Perth may 
be instanced as a notable example of this, ‘There is nothing to prevent it 
being one of the most healthy, as it is one of the most beautiful Towns of 
Scotland. Its average mortality (if Epidemics are excluded) is low; but 
what proves it might be a very healthy Town, is that its infantile mortality 
is very low—nearly the lowest of all the Towns of Scotland. Yet, when- 
ever an Epidemic breaks out in Perth, it spreads with a virulence which 
proves highly destructive to life. It matters not what the Epidemic may 
be,—Searlatina, Measles, Small-pox, Dysentery, etc.,—all rage with severity 
in that Town. Almost enclosed in a loop of the River Tay, and situated on 
a deep alluvial soil, the former deposit from the river, it cannot be doubted 
that the over dampness of its site is the main cause of these Epidemic 
ravages ; so that if a proper system of general drainage were adopted for the 
Town, all that extra Kipidemic mortality would undoubtedly disappear.

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siderably exceeded that of the females. Thus, in all Scotland, in every 
hundred thousand persons of either sex, 516 males died for every 486 
females. 

Of the individual Zymotic Diseases, Small-pox only proved fatal to 845 
persons, being in the low proportion of 30 Deaths in every hundred thousand 
persons of the population, and only 1°45 per cent. of the Deaths. This is 
very much lower than the proportions of the two previous years, which were 
respectively at the rates of 48 and 46 Small-pox Deaths in every hundred 
thousand persons, or 2°32 and 2:38 per cent. of the Deaths. The mortality 
from Small-pox was, however, very much higher in the Town Districts, 
being in the proportion of 61 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons of 
the inhabitants of these districts, and thus constituted 2-20 per cent. of the 
Deaths. In the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland, the greatest possible 
difference was noticed with regard to the ravages of that Disease; for while 
Perth did not lose one inhabitant by that cause, and in Dundee and Aber- 
deen the mortality therefrom was very trifling, it raged as a virulent Epi- 
demic in Paisley, Glasgow, and Leith. Thus, taking the proportion to 
every hundred thousand inhabitants in each of these Towns, there died 71 
from Small-pox in Paisley, 111 in Glasgow, and 179 in Leith,—the Leith 
proportional mortality being thus nearly six times that of all Scotland. 

Only 1028 Deaths occurred from Measles, being within 5 of the num- 
ber of Deaths from the same disease in 1856. The Deaths from Measles 
were therefore in the proportion of 36 in every hundred thousand persons 
living, and constituted 1:77 per cent. of the general mortality. 

Scarlatina proved the most fatal of the Epidemics to which children 
are liable, and caused 2235 Deaths, being in the proportion of 79 Deaths in 
every hundred thousand persons living, and 3-85 per cent. of the general 
mortality. As in most Epidemics, males were cut off in greater proportions 
than females, for out of every hundred thousand of each sex 85 males died 
for every 74 females. As with all Epidemics, also, Scarlatina was most 
fatal in the Town Districts, and least fatal in the Insular Districts. T hus, 
in every hundred thousand persons living in each of these Districts, only 8 
were cut off by Scarlatina in the Insular, 68 in’ thé Mainland-Rural Dis- 
tricts, but 108 in the Town Districts. 

1539 persons died from LHooping-Cough, being in the proportion of 54 
Deaths in every hundred thonsan1 persons of the population. In former ° 
Reports, attention was directed to the proportion of the sexes cut off by that 
disease, as, unlike all other Epidemic Diseases, more females die under it 
than males. This fact was noticed in 1855 and 1856, and was equally 
marked in 1857. Thus, while only 692 males died from Hooping-Cough, 
the female Deaths numbered 847; being in the proportion of 52 male, but 
o7 female Deaths from that disease in every hundred thousand persons of 
the respective sexes. 

Table X XVII. shows the varying proportion in which the leading 
Classes of disease, and the more important Specific Diseases, proved fatal 
in the Hight Principal Towns of Scotland, from which it will be seen that 
in the case of other Towns in 1857, Hooping-Cough was most prevalent 
and fatal in Glasgow and Paisley, cutting off in the proportion of 138 in 
Glasgow, and 155 in Paisley, in every hundred thousand persons. 

Croup proved fatal to 1072 persons in Scotland, of whom 556 were 
males and 516 females, being in the proportion of 38 Deaths from Croup 
in every hundred thousand persons. Some Districts and Localities yield a 
much larger proportion of Deaths from Croup than this, and such places 
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are generally situated on low alluvial sites, and on the margins of waters or 
marshy grounds. Even in the case of the Eight Principal Towns of Scot- 
land, the mortality of Croup, probably from these causes, was very high in 
Dundee, Perth, and Greenock, being in the relative proportions of 83 
Deaths from Croup in Dundee, 89 in Perth, and 104 in Greenock for 
every hundred thousand persons—and thus as clearly indicating as dis- 
ease can do, that these Towns require general drainage, so as to dry the 
sites on which they are built. Indeed, one of the chief objects of these 
Reports is to direct attention to these points; and by giving as full parti- 
culars as possible in the Abstracted Tables of Death, to enable the medical 
or local authorities to investigate the subject for themselves. ' 

Diarrhea, Dysentery, and Cholera, proved respectively fatal to 2071, 
929, and 170 persons, and thus cut off in the proportion of 112 persons in 
every hundred thousand inhabitants. It has been frequently shown that 
the outbreaks of these diseases as Epidemics are mainly dependent on the 
degree of temperature. In proportion as the mean monthly temperature 
rises above 55° Fahr., these diseases in Scotland exhibit a tendency to in- 
crease in frequency and in severity; but it is only when the mean monthly 
temperature approaches 60° that any very decided fatality from that class of 
diseases is noticed. ‘The three months, July, August, and September of 
1857, had a mean temperature of 58° Fahr., that of July being 58°, that of 
August 60°, and that of September 56°-1. The mean temperature of the 
same months during the two previous years had only been 55°°5; and it is 
instructive to note, that the mean mortality of these years (1855 and 1856) 
from these Bowel Complaints, was only in the proportion of 68 Deaths in 
every hundred thousand persons, while in 1857, with its much higher mean 
temperature (during these three months), the proportion of Deaths was 112 
in a like population. 

Notwithstanding the difference between these diseases and most of the 
other Epidemic Diseases to which the natives of Scotland are liable, in that 
they increase with the warm and diminish with the cold weather, they exhibit 
in other respects all the peculiarities of the ordinary Epidemics, being most 
prevalent and fatal when the locality isin a bad sanitary condition, and 
the health of the population is deteriorated from overcrowding, from impure 
air, from want of proper food, etc.; and accordingly we find from Table 
XXVII., that the mortality from these Bowel Complaints was very much 
heavier in Glasgow and Greenock than it was in Edinburgh and Leith, or 
Aberdeen. 

Typhus (including Gastric and allied Fevers) was the most fatal of 
the Zymotic Diseases during the year, cutting off 3087 persons, and thus 
constituting 5°32 per cent. of the mortality. The Deaths from that disease 
were, therefore, in the proportion of 110 Deaths in every hundred thousand 
persons of the population,—a very high proportion as compared with that 
of England, which, for the same year, was only at the rate of 95 Deaths 
from ‘'yphus in every hundred thousand persons. From these facts it 
appears that Typhus, during the year 1857, was much more prevalent, 
both in England and in Scotland, than during the two previous years, but 
proportionally more prevalent and fatal in Scotland than in England. 
Thus, during the years 1855 and 1856, Typhus in Scotland only proved 
fatal in the proportion of 90 and 84 Deaths respectively in every hundred 
thousand persons, but in 1857 no less than.110 Deaths occurred in the 
same population. 

As might be expected, Typhus proved much more fatal among the 
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erowded populations of the Towns than in the Rural or Insular Districts, 
Thus, in the Insular Districts, only 49 Deaths from Typhus oceurred in 
every hundred thousand persons, but 109 in the Mainland Rural Districts, 
and 133 in the Town Districts in like populations. In some of the larger 
Towns this proportion was greatly exceeded. Thus, in Glasgow, 153 
persons died from Typhus and allied Fevers in every hundred thousand of 
the population; but the proportion rose to 243 Deaths in Paisley, and to 
266 Deaths in Greenock, from the same causes, in like populations. 

As in most of the Epidemic Diseases, the proportion of male Deaths 
from Typhus exceeded that of the female, inasmuch as 112 males, but only 
108 females, died from that disease in every hundred thousand of the 
respective sexes.

Crass Il. Diseases of Uncertain Seat. 


The Diseases of Uncertain Seat cut off 2148 persons, of whom 923 
were males, and 1495 females; giving the proportion of 86 Deaths in every 
hundred thousand persons of both sexes, or 69 males and 109 females in an 
equal number of either sex. 

Dropsy and Cancer are the two most fatal diseases under this class. 
1088 Deaths were attributed to Dropsy, 439 of which occurred in males, 
and 649 in females. This gives the proportion of 88 Deaths from Dropsy 
in every hundred thousand of both sexes, or 83 male Deaths, but 43 female 
Deaths, in a like number of either sex. 

960 Deaths were attributed to Cancer, being in the proportion of 34 
Deaths in every hundred thousand persons. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the Hospitals in the larger Towns draw a certain proportion of the Cancer 
cases from the Country, the proportion of Deaths trom that painful disease 
are very nearly alike in the Insular, the Mainland Rural, and the Town Dis- 
tricts, clearly showing that it, at least, is not a disease which is induced, or 
rendered more prevalent, by a Town residence. The female sex, however, 
seem to be far more liable to that painful disease than the male; for while 
only 808 males died from that disease, the female Deaths numbered 602, 
—bging in the proportion of 23 males, but 43 females, in every hundred 
thousand of either sex. As these proportions closely correspond with those 
of the years 1855 and 1856, it may be considered as an established fact, 
that, in Scotland, females are twice as liable to Cancer as males. 


Cxiass TU. Vubercular Diseases. 


The Tubereular Diseases are the second most fatal class of diseases in 
Scotland. During 1857 that class eut off 10,326 persons, of whom 5184 
were males, and 5142 females. This gives the proportion of 368 Deaths 
from the Tubercular Class of Diseases in every hundred thousand persons ; 
or 891 male Deaths, and 347 female Deaths, in a like number of either sex. 

In former Reports it was pointed out how much less the mortality 
from the Tubercular Class of Diseases was in the Insular, and in the Main- 
land-Rural, than in the Town Districts; and the Registrations of 1857 
show a close agreement in this respect with those of former years. Thus, in 
every hundred thousand inhabitants in each of the respective Districts, 225 
died from the Tubercular Class of Diseases in the Insular Districts, 286 in 
the Mainland-Rural Districts, but 517 in the Town Districts,—thus most 
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clearly demonstrating that agencies destructive to life are at work in Towns 
to an extent nearly twice as great as in the Country. 

Phthisis, or Consumption, included in this class, is by far the most 
fatal of the individual diseases to which the inhabitants of Scotland are 
liable. During 1857 the Deaths from Consumption numbered 7184, of 
which 3435 were male, and 3749 female Deaths; giving the proportion of 
256 Deaths from Consumption in every hundred thousand persons of both 
sexes, or 259 male, and 253 female Deaths in every hundred thousand of 
the respective sexes. 

A very striking difference was observed between the proportion of 
Deaths from Phthisis in the Insular, the Mainland-Rural, and the Town 
Districts. Thus, in every hundred thousand persons in each of these Dis- 
tricts, only 182 fell victims to Consumption in the Insular, and 201 in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts; but in the Town Districts 352 persons died 
from Phthisis in a like population. 

In former Reports, attention was directed to the fact, that the Deaths 
from Consumption were much fewer in the Western Isles, and especially 
over all the Semi-insular County of Argyll, than in other parts of Scot- 
land. The same singular comparative immunity from Consumption over 
all Argyllshire was remarked in 1857; for, while even the Insular Districts 
of Scotland suffered in the proportion of 182 Deaths from Consumption in 
every hundred thousand persons, in Argyllshire the proportion was only 
108 Deaths in a like population. The result, then, of a three years’ in- 
vestigation into the preportion of Deaths by Consumption in Scotland, con- 
firms the favourable opinion first expressed in the Report for 1855, regard- 
ing Argyllshire as a proper place of resort for invalids threatened with 
Consumption, or suffering from delicacy of the chest. At present there is 
scarcely one site in that county—with the exception, perhaps, of Taina- 
bruich, in the Kyles of Bute—where an invalid could procure proper house 
accommodation, and that shelter from the north and east winds, so essential 
in such complaints. But thousands of similar sheltered sites exist; and 
were proper houses provided, the invalids, suffering from such complaints, 
might be able to spend the winter and spring months near their friends, 
with a comfort far superior to that which they experience in some of the 
better known but distant localities to which they are at present forced to 
resort. 

In the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland the mortality from Con- 
sumption varied greatly, being lowest in Edinburgh and Leith, and highest 
in Glasgow and Greenock. Thus, if we take a hundred thousand inhabit- 
ants of each of these Towns as the standard of comparison, out of that 
number there died 290 from Consumption in Edinburgh and Leith, 311 in 
Perth, 350 in Aberdeen, 355 in Dundee, 369 in Paisley, and 390 in Glas- 
gow and in Greenock. In estimating the above proportions, Edinburgh 
and Leith have been reckoned as one Town, seeing that consumptive 
patients from Leith die in the Royal Infirmary, Edinburgh; and these, 
being registered in Edinburgh and not in Leith, increase the proportion of 
Deaths from Consumption in Edinburgh, while they more than propor- 
tionally diminish the apparent Deaths from that Disease in Leith. 

Of the other Tubercular Diseases, Scrofula proved fatal to 431 persons, 
Tabes Mesenterica to 706, and Hydrocephalus to 2005, being in the pro- 
portion of 15, 25, and 71 Deaths, respectively, in every hundred thousand 
persons of the population, 
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Crass IV. Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System. - 


Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System proved fatal to 4789 persons 
in Scotland in 1857, of whom 2544 were males and 2245 females; being 
in the proportion of 170 from that class of diseases in every hundred 
thousand persons of both sexes, or 192 male Deaths and 151 female Deaths 
in a like number of the respective sexes. This is a much larger proportion of 
male Deaths than occurs in the general mortality ; but as it appears equally 
in the infant male as in the adult, it cannot be attributed to the greater 
anxieties and cares which men are obliged to undergo in the business of life, 
but must be attributed to original physical conformation. Mainly in conse- 
quence of the much larger proportion in which Convulsions prove fatal in 
England, Brain Diseases seem to be much more deadly in England than 
in Scotland. Thus, while in Scotland only 170 Deaths from that class of 
diseases occurred in 1857 in every hundred thousand persons of the popu- 
lation, in England, during the same year, 273 Deaths occurred in a like 
population from the same causes, and year after year the relative propor- 
tions remain somewhat the same in the two Countries. The probable cause 
of this it would be curious to trace. 

In Scotland, Paralysis is the most fatal of the Brain Diseases, and in 
1857 it cut off 1447 persons, of whom 710 were males and 737 females, 
being in the proportion of 51 Deaths from Paralysis in every hundred 
thousand persons of both sexes, or 53 male and 49 female Deaths in a like 
number of either sex. 

Apoplexy cut off 1054 persons, of whom 529 were males and 525 
females ; being in the proportion of 37 Deaths in every hundred thousand 
persons of both sexes, or 89 male and 35 female Deaths in a like number 
of either sex. 

Convulsions proved fatal only to 703 persons in Scotland during the 
year, being in the low proportion of 25 Deaths in every hundred thousand 
persons. By nothing are the Mortality Tables of England and of Scotland. 
more strongly characterized than by the very different proportion in which 
Convulsions prove fatal in the two Countries. in England, of the indi- 
vidual diseases, Convulsions is the third most fatal—Phthsis and Bronchitis 
alone preceding it in fatality. In Scotland the fatality of Convulsions is so 
low, that there are at least 20 other diseases whose fatality is greater. As 
this is a disease, by far the greater proportion of the Deaths from which 
occurs during infancy, it would form an interesting and valuable subject for 
inquiry as to the causes which give rise to the much larger proportion of 
Deaths from Convulsions in England. Why should England lose 128 
persons annually from Convulsions in every hundred thousand of her popu- 
lation, while Scotland only loses 25 in a hke population? Are a greater 
proportion of the infants in England brought up on the bottle? Or is im- 
proper or solid food—the too frequent cause of Convulsions in the infant— 
given to the infant at an earlier age than it isin Scotland? Or to what 
other cause is the very striking difference to be attributed? Conld that 
cause be discovered, and could the mortality from Convulsions be, in conse- 
quence, reduced to the Scottish rate, nearly 20,000 lives would be annually 
saved to England, and her general Death-rate would be at once reduced to 
that of Scotland. 

Of the other Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System, Cephalitis 
caused 325 Deaths, Epilepsy 218, Delirium Tremens 86, Tetanus 62, In 
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sanity 59, while 830 Deaths were registered as Brain Diseases, without, in 
many instances, specifying the particular nature of the affection. 


Crass V. Diseases of the Heart and Organs of Circulation. 


Diseases of the Organs of the Circulation cut off 2117 persons, of whom 
1108 were males and 1009 females, being in the proportion of 75 Deaths 
from that class of diseases in every hundred thousand persons, or 83 male 
and 68 female Deaths in a like population of either sex. Of the above 
Deaths, 77 were attributed to Pericarditis, and 70 to Ancurism, the remain- 
ing 1970 to Heart Disease. 


Cuass VI. Diseases of the Respiratory Organs. 


The inflammatory affections of the Respiratory Organs form the third 
most fatal class of diseases to which the inhabitants of Scotland are liable, 
being only exceeded in fatality by the Zymotic and the Tubercular Classes 
of Disease. 6256 persons died from that class of diseases during 1857, of 
whom 8278 were males and 2978 females; being in the proportion of 223 
Deaths in every hundred thousand persons of the general population, or 
247 male and 201 female Deaths in a like number of either sex. This is 
a much larger proportion of males than occurs in the general mortality, 
and at first sight we might be inclined to attribute it to the greater exposure 
of the male during his necessary avocations. ‘This supposition, however, 
will not serve to explain the fact, because the male under 5 years of age, 
who is no more exposed than the female at the same age, falls a victim to 
these inflammatory affections of the Respiratory Organs in the same high 
ratio to the female, as is noticed in the respective sexes at all ages. Accord- 
ingly, in 1857, in every hundred thousand children of each sex under 5 
years of age, 682 male, but only 596 female Deaths occurred from that 
class of Diseases ; thus clearly proving that the greater proportional mor- 
tality in the male is due to his peculiar physical conformation, whereby he 
is more liable to sink under acute disease. 

It might have been expected that the inhabitants of Towns, from their 
lesser exposure to the atmospheric vicissitudes, would prove less liable to 
inflammatory affections of the Respiratory Organs than the inhabitants of 
the Insular and of the Mainland Rural Districts. Such, however, does not 
appear to be the case. On the other hand, residence in Towns appears to 
act so prejudicially on the human frame, that the mortality from this class 
of diseases is twice as high in the Town Districts; so that while, of every 
hundred thousand persons living in each of these Districts, only 123 die 
from Diseases of the Respiratory Organs in the Insular Districts, and 171 
in the Mainland-Rural Districts, the mortality rises to the proportion of 
319 Deaths in the Town Districts. 

Diseases of the Respiratory Organs seem to be much more fatal in 
England than in Scotland. Thus, in England in 1857, the Deaths from that 
class of diseases were in the proportion of 305 in every hundred thousand 
persons of the population; the proportion in Scotland for the same year 
being 223 Deaths in a like population. As much the same disproportion in 
the two Countries was observed in 1855 and 1856, it may be assumed as a 
fact, that inflammatory affections of the Respiratory Organs are more com- 
mon and fatal in England than in Scotland. 
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Bronchitis was by far the most fatal of the inflammatory affections of 
the Respiratory Organs in 1857, causing 2867 Deaths, of which 1888 were 
male and 1479 female Deaths. Bronchitis, therefore, proved fatal in the 
proportion of 102 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons of both 
sexes, or in the proportion of 104 male, but only 99 female Deaths in a like 
population of either sex. In England, during the same year, Bronchitis 
proved fatal in the proportion of 184 Deaths in every hundred thousand 
inhabitants. 

Pneumonia, or Inflammation of the Lungs, cut off 1890 persons, of 
whom 1099 were males and 791 females; being in the proportion of 67 
Deaths in every hundred thousand persons of both sexes, or 83 male and only 
53 female Deaths in every hundred thousand of the respective sexes. 

178 Deaths were attributed to Laryngitis, 319 to Pleurisy, and 645 
to Asthma. 


Crass VII. Diseases of the Organs of Digestion. 


5007 Deaths were attributed to Diseases of the Organs of Digestion, of 
which 2605 were male and 2402 female Deaths. This gives the proportion 
of 178 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons of both sexes, or 196 
male and 162 female Deaths in every hundred thousand of either sex. 
This is very much higher than the English proportion, which for 1857 was 
only at the rate.of 123 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons. ‘This, 
then, is another peculiarity which distinguishes the English from the Scottish 
mortality returns. The three years’ average (1855, 1856, and 1857) in 
Scotland gives a mean annual mortality of 165 Deaths from Diseases of 
the Organs of Digestion in every hundred thousand inhabitants; whereas 
the English mean for the same period was 122 Deaths in a like population. 
As this result seems to be caused by the larger proportion of Deaths from 
Teething and Enteritis in Scotland than in England, and as the great mass 
of these Deaths occur during the first year of life, the larger proportion of 
Deaths in Scotland from Diseases of the Organs of Digestion cannot be 
attributed to the coarser food used by the lower classes; and it seems diffi- 
cult to account for the fact. - 

Teething caused 1341 Deaths, Gastritis 162, Enteritis 962, Peritonitis 
227, and Stomach Disease 733 Deaths. 3 

Diseases of the Liver, including Hepatitis and Jaundice, produced 819 
Deaths, and were thus in the proportion of 29 Deaths in every hundred 
thousand persons of the population; the Enolish proportion for the same 
year being 35 Deaths in a like population. The proportion of Deaths from 
these diseases, for a period of three years (1855, 1856, and 1857), appears 
to have been uniformly lower in Scotland than in Mneland. 


Crass VIII. Diseases of the Urinary Organs. 


621 Deaths from Diseases of the Urinary Organs occurred during the 
year, of which 455 were male and 166 female Deaths. This shows the 
proportion of 22 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons of both sexes, 
or 34 male, but only 11 female Deaths in every hundred thousand of the 
respective sexes. The English Death-rate for Diseases of the Urinary 
Organs was the same (viz., 22 in every hundred thousand persons) during 
‘the year 1857. | 
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Cruass IX. Uterine Diseases and Childbirth. 


472 persons died from Childbirth and from Diseases of the Organs of 
Generation during the year, being in the proportion of 16 Deaths in every 
hundred thousand persons of both sexes. Of that number only two were 
males, the rest females, which gives the proportion of 31 female Deaths in 
every hundred thousand females. The English proportion was similar for 
the same year. It is a fault in the nosological arrangement, that Metria is 
not included under Childbirth. Were the Deaths from Metria added to 
those from the Uterine Diseases, the total Deaths belonging to this class 
would amount to 617, and be in the proportion of 40 Deaths in every 
hundred thousand females. 


Ciass XI. Diseases of Integumentary System. 


Diseases of the Skin, and of the Integumentary System, were much less 
fatal in Scotland than in England, only 54 persons having died from these 
affections in Scotland in 1857, or in the low proportion of 18 Deaths in 
every million persons; the English proportion for the same year being 39 
Deaths in a like population. The object in noticing this class of diseases at 
all, is to direct attention to the fact that, ever since the outbreak of Pleuro- 
pneumonia among the cattle of this country, Carbuncle, a disease formerly 
very rare, has become comparatively common. The Registration of Deaths 
in Scotland has not been carried far enough to point out this fact, neither had 
we a Registration Act till some years after Epidemics of Pleuro-pneumonia 
were decimating the cattle. But in England the increase of Deaths from 
Carbuncle since Pleuro-pneumonia became common among cattle is very 
striking. Thus in 1848 and 1849, the Deaths from Carbuncle over all 
England were only 91 and 81 respectively. Pleuro-pneumonia appeared 
among catile the latter end of 1849, and the Deaths from Carbuncle in the 
human subject numbered 134 in 1850, 161 in 1851, 233 in 1852, 252 in 
1858, 300 in 1854, 255 in 1855, 253 in 1856, and 252 in 1857. Many 
may ask, What connection has Carbuncle in man with Pleuro-pneumonia in 
eattle? And the question could not be answered satisfactorily were our 
observations to be limited to what has been observed in this country. But 
the connection is of the most intimate kind, and proved by evidence which 
we cannot resist. The Rev. Dr Livingstone, in his “Travels in Southern 
Africa,” mentions the fact, that if the flesh of animals who die from Pleuro- 
pneumonia is eaten, it catises Carbuncle in the persons who eat it. He 
asserts that neither boiling nor roasting the flesh, nor cooking it in any way, 
gets rid of the poison which produces this effect; and that these facts have 
been again and again proved relative to all the tribes of Southern Africa. 
Who, then, can doubt that it 1s the very same cause which has produced 

that large increase in the number of Deaths from Carbuncle which has been 
so strikingly manifested in England within the last twelve years. Facts 
are wanted to show what is the proportion of cases to the Deaths. Probably 
not one in twenty is fatal. But this is known to every medical man in 
practice, that the disease, which was so very rare before 1850, is rare no 
longer; and there is every reason to believe that it is produced mainly by 
using the flesh of animals which have been affected with Pleuro-pneumonia. 
It is quite true that these animals are usually killed before they fall victims 
to the disease naturally; but this is not done till all hope of their recovery 
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is past. ‘The flesh, therefore, may not be so virulent in its poisonous effects 
as if the death had taken place naturally; but the poison must still be there, 
and the sale of such flesh ought to be strictly prohibited. 

Is it not within the bounds of possibility that that new form of disease 
which we term Diphtheria may be partially induced by the use of diseased 
flesh? The subject at all events merits attention. 


Cuass XIL. Debility—Premature Birth. 


2787 children died from want of vitality shortly after Birth, the great 
majority having been prematurely born. Of that number 1590 were males 
and 1197 females, showing the very great disproportion of 132 males to 
every 100 females. It is to be regretted that the Still-Births are not 
registered either in Scotland or in England, for by them it could be shown 
that the tendency to Death in the male during the first years of life is not 
confined to periods after Birth, but is most strongly developed in intra-uterine 
life. By the statistics of France for 1857, it is shown that, of the Still- 
Births, the sexes were in the proportion of 147 males to every 100 females. 
This shows the much greater tendency of the male to death in intra-uterine 
existence. The Deaths from Debility and Premature Birth in Scotland 
show that this greater tendency to Death in the male still largely operates 
after Birth and during the first days or weeks of existence: and by Table 
XIV. it may be observed that, up to the fifth year of life, the male is cut off 
in a much larger proportion than the female. 


Criass XV. Age. * 


6009 .persons died from the infirmities of Old Age, without apparent 
disease, being in the proportion of 214 Deaths in every hundred thousand 
persons in the population. Of these, 2304 were males and 3705 females, 
being in the proportion of 173 males and 253 females in every hundred 
thousand persons of the respective sexes. Many more females than males 
live out their full days. ‘The proportion of persons dying from Age in the 
three great groups into which the inhabitants of Scotland have been divided, 
is strikingly different, being lowest in the Town and highest in the Insular 
Districts. ‘Thus, in every hundred thousand persons in each of the respec- 
tive Districts, there died, from the infirmities of Age, in the proportion of 
344 in the Insular, 236 in the Mainland-Rural, but only 165 in the Town 
Districts; thus again demonstrating that a Town residence causes the 
taper of life to consume at a most unnaturally rapid rate. = 


Cuass X VIL. Violent Deaths. 


Deaths by Violent Causes cut off 2068 persons in Scotland during the 
year 1857, being at the rate of 73 Deaths in every hundred thousand of the 
population. ‘The proportion in England for the same year was 78 Deaths 
in a like population. Very nearly two-thirds of these Deaths occurred 
in the male sex; for, while 1509 males died from these causes, only 559 
females fell victims to the same. It is not a little singular that the Deaths 
from Drowning in the Insular Districts so thoroughly compensate for all the 
more common causes of Violent Death which occur in Towns and on the 
Mainland, that the proportion of Deaths from Violent Causes in these Insular 
Districts even exceeds that which occurs in the. Mainland and in the Town 
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Districts. ‘Thus, in every hundred thousand inhabitants of the respective 
Districts, there died from Violent Causes in the proportion of 82 in the 
Insular, 77 in the Town, and 70 in the Mainland-Rural Districts. 

288 persons died from Burns or Scalds, 541 from Drowning, 705 from 
Fractures and Contusions; being in the respective proportions of 10, 19, and 
25 Deaths in every hundred thousand persons. 

During the year, 114 Deaths were registered as being caused by 
Suicide; 39 of these were by Hanging, 26 by Cut Throat, 14 by Drowning, 
4 by Poisoning with some opiate preparation, 5 by other Poisons, 5 by Gun- 
shot Wounds, 3 by Precipitation from a Height, and in 18 cases the Special 
Cause of Death was not mentioned, the probability, however, being that 
most of these were by hanging. The above numbers give the proportion of 
36 Deaths by Suicide in every million persons of the population. We have 
not observed any notice of the number of the Deaths from Suicide in Eng- 
land for the year 1857, but for 1858 and 1859 the proportions were re- 
spectively 65 and 63 Deaths by Suicide in every million inhabitants. The 
statistics of France are published so that it is impossible to trace the true 
proportion either of Violent Deaths or of Suicides in any one year; the 
_ practice seeming to be to place under Violent Deaths and under Suicides 
only those cases of Violent Death where the organ injured was not men- 
tioned. Thus, for instance, if the Death resulted from a Fracture, the Death 
is not Tabulated under Violence, but under Disease of the Bones; and in 
the case of a Wound, under Hemorrhage, or Disease of Joints, or of other 
organ injured, and not under Violence, or its subdivision Suicide. Any one 
conversant with the French diseases, may at once understand how unsatis- 
factory is the classification of diseases in France, when it is stated that all 
notice of the numerous Deaths from Syphilis is studiously avoided, as if 
such a disease were unknown in that country. The acknowledged Deaths 
from Suicide in France only amounted to 1010 in 1857, being in the small 
proportion of 27 Suicides in every million inhabitants; but these were prob- 
ably not a third of the actual Suicides which occurred. 

: The accompanying Tables show the 12 Diseases which proved most fatal 

in Scotland and in England respectively, and the proportion to the respective 
populations in which each of these diseases cut off the inhabitants in 1857. 
They are interesting, as showing the agreements as well as the differences 
between the diseases of each Country.

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INFLUENCE OF EXTERNAL AGENCIES. 


It seems unnecessary to recapitulate in every Report what has been 
already said regarding the general influence of external agencies on the num- 


ber of Births, Deaths, and Marriages. 


To enable, however, the influences 


of these agencies to be traced, Tables XXX. and XX XI. are appended, 
in continuation of those given in former Reports. 
Provided trade is in its average state, and food is not unusually dear, 
so as to be beyond the reach of the lower classes, mean monthly temperature, 
or weather generally, seems to be the great regulator of the Deaths in Scot-

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land. It seems now to be an ascertained fact, that just in proportion as the 
mean temperature descends, in much the same proportion do the Deaths in- 
crease ; while, as the weather improves, and the mean temperature rises to 
a certain point, in the same proportion do the Deaths decrease. In Scotland, 
however, whenever the mean monthly temperature of the summer months 
rises above 55° and approaches or exceeds 60°, an increase of Deaths is 
noticed; the increase being almost invariably proportioned to the rise of 
mean monthly temperature above 55° Fahr. As the Diseases, however, 
which are induced by this higher temperature (Bowel Complaints) are not 
in general rapidly fatal, and go on after the cause which induced them ceases 
to operate, it generally happens that no small portion of the Deaths caused by 
that class of diseases occurs during the month which follows that in which 
the high temperature occurred. While the three great groups into which 
the Country is divided are taken into consideration, the Town Districts 
exhibit more immediately the effects of this increase of temperature, so that 
the monthly mortality and the monthly temperature often exhibit in them a 
perfect accordance. 

This fact was remarkably exemplified in 1857. ‘The mean temperature 
in August realized the very unusual height of 60°, and as July also, and 
the beginning of September, had mean temperatures higher than usual, 
Bowel Complaints (Diarrhcea, Dysentery, and Cholera) became so prevalent 
and fatal, that instead of only 56 dying from these complaints in every 
hundred thousand persons, as in 1856, no fewer than 112 Deaths occurred 
in a like population in 1857. We have it not in our power to exhibit this 
remarkable increased mortality from Bowel Complaints, for all Scotland, for 
each several month of 1857; but, as showing the same fact, it may be men- 
tioned that, in the Hight Principal Towns of Scotland, the Deaths from 
these diseases in 1857 numbered 51 in June, but rose to 164 in July, to 
226 in August, and to 302 in September, after which they rapidly fell.

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snow, sleet, or hail; and from the 23d to the close of the month the Country 
presented quite a wintry appearance, and even at the close of the month 
the Grampians and other high ranges of hills were all covered with a snowy 
mantle. April continued a stormy, almost a wintry, month, with a mean 
temperature lower than the average, with frequent falls of snow, and keen 
frosts on all the higher lands. After this the weather improved, anu during 
summer and autumn the heat was greater than usual; indeed, for Scotland, 
it was at times oppressive. ‘The meteorology of Scotland during the several 
months of 1857 is shown in Table X X XII., as deduced from “observations 
made at 49 stations over the country. The influence of the meteorological 
changes, and more especially that of mean temperature, on the general 
mortality, both in Scotland as a whole, and in its Three Great Divisions, is 


shown in Table X X XI.
